They offer to erect no less than three 
incinerators in different sections of ‘he 
city, to reduce the present long hauls 
and dispose of the refuse for # cents 
a ton, the waste to be delivered at their 
plants by the city. The valuable by- 
products may either be reduced at their 
plants or disposed of by present meth- 
ods. City officials are to enforce the 
primary separation of all waste ac- 
cording to present orainances. ®» _ 

The cost of the garbage system, it is 
represented, is $1.95 a ton for the dis- 
position of: 70,000 tons annually, while 
the cost of collection is $1.67 per ton.

NEW HAVEN, May 15.—On Yale 
feld next Saturday the most important 
collegiate dual meet of the year will 
occur, when Harvard and Yale com- 
pete in their annual games. Besides the

Clark to Jail, as ordered by Judge Sale, 
in default of payment of a $30 fine for 
contempt of court, Deputy Sheriff Um- 
bright Wednesday morning took him to 
the St. Louis Court of Appeais, where 
his attorneys, Thomas J. Rowe and 
Hiram Moore, obtained his release on a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Clark, who was formerly Judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, arranged 
Tuesday with Sheriff Nolte to be taken 
to Jail Wednesday morning, when the 
time limlit fixed by Judge Sale for pay- 
ment of the fine ended. His attorneys 
were to in the Court of Appeals at 
the same time, so his imprisonment 
might be brief. 

In pursuance of this arrangement, 
Deputy Umbright appeared Wednesday 
morning at Clark’s office, opposite the 
four Courts, and arrested him. Instead 
of taking him to Jail, as Clark expected, 
he took him to the Courthouse, where 
his lawyers were waiting. A few min- 
utes later the writ of habeas corpus 
was issued by Judge Bland and Clark 
was free until May 28, when the return 
on the writ must be made.
